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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to RCE filed on 7/13/06 in which claims 1-37 are pending.

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: Identifying a 
spectral component at a symbol frequency Fs away from a DC component of the 
frequency domain representation of the computed magnitude of the input signal, the 
spectral component having a magnitude and a phase, and determining the symbol 
timing phase of the input signal from the phase of the spectral component as recited in 
claims 1,6 and 12. Determining a frequency domain representation of the computed 
N.sup.th power of the input signal, the frequency domain representation including 
spectral components spaced at Fs/N, wherein Fs is a symbol frequency of the input 
signal; and selecting one of the spectral components as the acquired carrier frequency 
as recited in claims 18, 25 and 32.
